SUCCESSFUL newspaper man must of 
A necessity possess the virtue of originality. 

No one ever disputed, during his life, that 
Mr. Pulitzer of the New York World could lay 
claim to this characteristic. In another column of 
this issue of the Saturday News there appears a 
sketch from a newspaper of a very different type 
from his own, the New York Evening Post, which 
is well worth reading. 

During the past week the terms of his will have 
been published. This is as much out of the way as 
anything that he did in the course of his stirring 
career. The leading feature is the grant of a million 
dollars to Columbia University, in addition to the 
million which he had already given that institution 
for the purposes of a school of journalism. But 
this is not the only means that he adopted in an 
effort to raise to a higher plane the profession that 


had meant ‘so much to him and over which he by 
his personality had exerted so tremendous an in- 
fluence, | 


He left funds for the awarding each year of 
thee prizes in connection with the school of jour- 
nalism: 

$1,000 for the best paper on the future devel- 
opment and improvement of the School of Jour- 
nalism. 

Gold medals costing $500 for the most disin- 
terested and meritorious service rendered by any 
American newspaper during the year. 

$1,000 for the best history of the services 
rendered to the public by the American press dur- 
ing the preceding year. 

Five annual traveling scholarships of $1,500 
each. 

$1,000 for the best example of a reporter's 
work during the year, the test being strict accuracy, 
terseness, the accomplishment of some public good 
commanding public attenlion and respect. 

$1,000 for the American novel published dur- 
ing the year which shall best present the whole- 
some atmosphere of American life. 

$2,000 for the best book of the year upon the 
history of the United States. 

$1,000 for the original play performed in New 
York, which shall best represent the educational 
value and power of the State in raising the stand- 
ard of good morals, tastes, and manners. 

$1,000 for the best American biography teach. 
ing patriotic and unselfish services to the people.

This does not sound like the will and testament 
of the enemy of public morals that he was often 
represented to be and gives additional interest to 
the observations which the Post makes in the ar- 
ticle referred to. 

At the time that Mr. Pulitzer projected his 
school of journalism, he published an article in the 
North American Review setting forth his ideals. 
This was reproduced in pamphlet form and is well 
worth a reading by those who have given any 
thought to the problem involved in the mainten- 
ance of a press with a proper sense of its respon- 
sibility It starts with a quotation from a speech of 
Mr. Roosevelt’s. 

“The man who writes,” said the then president, 
“the man who month in and month out, week in 
and week out, day in and day out, furnishes the 
material which is to shape the thoughts of the 
people, is essentially the man who more than any 
other determines the character of the people and 
the kind of government the people shall possess.” 

There is not the space here to run over Mr. 
Pulitzer’s argument but the closing paragraphs of 
the pamphlet may be quoted: 

“The necessity and the power of persistence 
and reiteration,’’ he wrote, “in attempts to create 
and render effective public opinion are not suffi- 
ciently appreciated by the press or by individual 
reformers. To arrest the attention, convince the 
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judgment and elicit th sexynpothelc support of that 
great inert mass which wie coal the putlic sa deli.

Now it is. an- 
neainced that the story of Peter ito be continued 
under the title of “Peter and Wendy” 

When seven years ago Peter first) made his 
appearance ala London theatre, he was welcomed 
with the wildest enthusia-m from all sides. Staid 
weekly reviews went inlo ecstacies that have not 
abated one whit to the present moment. One of 
them observed that Peler eilher goes straight to 
the heart or he finds his way (here never at all; 
and that those few hearts that must remain empty 
of him are deeply to be pitied. “If you come 
away from the play, thrilling with the joy of if, 
and bump into a man who knows it and asks you 
what on earth you are gushing about, there is really 
nothing to be said.” 

Prior to 1904 the children’s spirit was repre- 
senied at Christmas by one or two more or less 
suitable adaptations of Grimm and Anderson, Car- 
roll and Kingsley; a real children’s play was for- 
ign to the London stage. Since the appearance of 
Peter London has seen a ‘'Noah’s Ark” and a “Lit- 
fle Black Sambo,” and ‘Pinkie and the Fairies,” 
and “Where Children Rule,” and many another, 
all of which have been “as original as memories 
of Peter Pan allow them to be.’’ Maeterlinck him- 
self has called Barrie “the father of Peter Pan and 
the grandfather of the ‘Blue Bird.” 


Again and again Peter has enlered the domain 
of the Muses. He has been sculptured in bronze by 
Sir George Frampton for the Kensinglon Gardens; 
he has been the inspiration of poets; John Crooks 
has written and adapled music that has become an 
organic part of Peter’s personality; Alice Wood- 
ward, Charles Buchel, John Hassail, and Arthur 
Rackham (cne of the most imaginative, sensilive. 
and fertile of English artists) have immortalized 
him in color; and Rackham’s pictures, reproduced 
In many forms, at prices varying from six shillings 
lo twenty guineas, have been scattered far and 
wide throughout all English-speaking countries. 

Perhaps the most “fascinaling feature of the 
play is the duality of it in all its aspects, His a 
play entirely for children and entirely for grown- 
ups, The childen see its realness, we see ifs truth; 
they see its heart-rending disasters, we its consum- 
mate grotesqueness and delicate pathos; they is 
fun, we its humor. The action of the play is dual, 
a wonderful blend of realiem and fantasy, in the 
evolution of which we are not asked to understand 
the author, but merely to appreciate him. 

“How old are you, Peter?” the sprite is asked. 

“Oh, | don't know! You see, | ran away the 
day I was born, because | heard father and mother 
lalking about what I was to be when IT was a man, 
and I don’t ever want to be a man! J always want 
to be a little boy and have fun. So I flew right 
away, and lived for a long, long time with the 
fairies,” 

“Peter! Do you know fairies?” 

“Well, they’re nearly all dead now. You see, 
when the first baby laughed for the first time, the 
laugh broke into a thousand pieces, and they all 
went skipping aboul, and that was the beginning 
of fairies. But children know such a lot nowadays, 
and whenever a child says: ‘I don’t believe in fair- 
ies!” then a fairy somewhere falls down dead. But 
with the first laugh of every new baby a new fairy 
is born.”

From “Peter Pan” to Buffalo Bill is a big

dav can fail to be interested in the announcement 
cf his final retirement. The hold-up of the Dead- 
wcd stage is not likely to be soon forgotten.

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MR, PULITZER AND THE “WORLD.” 


(The Evening Post, New York.) 


The remarkable personal qualities and the ex- 
traordinary career of the late Joseph Pulitzer de- 
se:ve such recognition as his sudden death has 
called forth. His story of struggle upward from 
the lowliest beginnings is what we like to think 
typically American. One wonders if the old possi- 
bilities are still open—if today in some penniless 
immigrant youth sleeping on a park bench or un. 
der a truck we could see, if we only had the pro- 
phetic eye, the man who is powerfully to influence 
public life twenty-five years from now. However 
that may be, Mr. Pulitzer’s rise was no accident. 
He had the mind and will to carve his way any- 
where. To an energy which was both restless and 
untiring, he added a marked intellectual grasp. 
Proof of the latter this foreign-born citizen showed 


in his mastery of English fo writing purposes. He- 


learned to write the language of his adopted coun- 
try with a swift and cle - movement and with 
nervous vigor. This argues hard study and close 
Observation and assiduous practice. And the way 
in which, during the closing years of his life, Mr. 
Pulitzer kept his intellectual interests alive though 
in the grip of relentless disease and stricken with 
blindness—misfortunes which would have crushed 
most men into despair or a stolid waiting for the 
end—witnessed to an inner spring of spiritual vit- 
ality in the man, and an indomitable resolution, 
which are both rare and admirable. 

As a newspaper proprietor and editor, Mr. Pul- 
itzer is to be credited with having championed 
many of the good causes of his time. Under him. 
for example, the “World” was early a stout advo- 
cate of the reform of the civil service. This im- 
plied sincere conviction _n Mr. Pulitzer’s part, for 
at the time the movement was not popular. Per. 
haps it was related in his mind to that general fight 
for the people against privilege in which he thought 
of himself as engaged—the spoils of office being. 
in this case, the privilege which politicians arro- 
gantly claimed. Also fo a revenue iarriff and for 
sound money his newspaper valiantly contended. 
Indeed, it was a part of Mr. Pulitzer’s instinct for 
politics and ~agacity in reading the future in the 
present that he should have been so often on the 
right side of important public questions. His feel- 
ings sometimes misled him and his weeping pre- 
dictions occasionally went badly astray, but there 
can be no doubt that he cherished an ideal of pub- 
lic service and had a passion for making political 
life more decent. For all this we owe him a debt 
which it would be neither gracious nor just not to 
acksowledge. 

We must pass, however, from the man to the 
type of journalism which he first fully exemplified 
in New York. About that, it is notorious that 
doubts arose in Mr. Pulitzer’s own mind! He came 
to feel that what he hal helped create had some- 
how become too powerful and had got away. It 
is known that he often expressed some such idea 
about his own paper; what he thought of the imi- 
tators who had bettered his instructions, may easily 
be imagined. That Mr. Pulitzer was the lineal 
progenitor of Mr. Hearst, there can *e no doubt; 
if we had-not had the ‘‘World,” we hould not have 
had the ‘“‘Journal.’’ The London ‘‘Times,’’ in its 
comment upon Mr. Pulitzer’s death, accepts him as 
the father of ‘‘yellow journalism’ in America. That 
is not the whole truth, but there is enough truth 
in it to make even the careless reader pause. 

From the first days of Mr. Pulitzer’s control of 
the ‘“‘World,’”’ he struck out boldly for a new kind 
of “publicity”? in journalism. But that word means 
many things. It covers not only the exposure of 
political scoundrels, but it denotes, in practice, a 
kind of constant clamor rising into a shriek, with a 
daily prying into private affairs as if nothing ex- 
isted anywhere which should not be dragged into 
the light of day, and, worse than all, a lurid ex- 
ploitation of crime and nastiness. Attempt has 
been made to justify such methods on the plea of 
“appealing to a wider audience,” and acquiring the 
greatest possible “influence.” But there is always 
a danger lest influence be confused with circulation 
—meaning profits—and the wider audience be only 
another way of spelling larger dividends. At any 
rate, the admittedly evil means remain evil and 
work evil, even if they are adopted in the hope of 
securing good ends. “The Press and Crime” was 
one of the topics discussed at the meeting of the 
American Academy of Medicine, last June, and 
the author of a paper on ‘‘Neurotic Books and 
Newspapers as Factors in the Mortality of Suicide 
and Crime’’ specifically accused the ‘‘World” of 
having given a lead and a vogue to “‘prurient and 
crime-inspiring periodicals.’’ 

To that severe indictment we would not sub- 
scribe entire, and refer to it here only to point to 
what every thoughtful friend of the “World” must 
feel---namely, the surprising and lamentable indif- 
ference between its edito-ial page and its news col- 
umns. In the former we are accustomed to find 
‘trong convictions pungently expressed. No one 
‘oul! feel a qualm at seeing his wife or childrea 
leading a ‘‘World" editorial, But the news pages! 
We will not undertake to characterize them, and 
will only ask if there is any real necessity for such

When mind, manners and 
countenance unite to charm, it becomes difficult, 
in face of the world’s delightful flattery, for a young 
female to retain the soft docility and retiring grace 
which should characterize her age and sex.” 

At a boardinz-school levee, this careful lady 
echoed with per:urbation the comment of a 
stranger guest upon the captivating Sally. 

Sarah has 
unusual abilities, which I have felt it my duty to 
encourage; but it is much more my duty to mold 
her character ani form her deportment. When a 
stranger exclaims first, ‘What a brilliant girl!’ 1 fear 
my work is ill-done: had it been ‘What a sweet 
girl!’ 1 should have rejoiced. 

“A perfectly -red young lady pleases, but does 
not scintillate. [rilliance is too conspicuous for 
youth, of which ::e prime virtue should be mod- 
esty.”’

The lawyer punched his client, 
who, being thus tipped off, said, 
“I second the motion.” 

“It has been moved and _ sec- 
onded,”’ said the justice, with rare 
dignity, “‘that the case be dismiss- 
ed. All in favor of this motion say 
aye.” 

The prisoner and counsel voted 
for the affirmative, the sheriff for 
the negative. 

“This motion is carried,’’ con- 
cluded the judge, “and the culprit 
is dismissed.”

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A prominent stockman says winter cannot 
affect the stockmen of Alberta ‘any more. {There 
is now any amount of feed for stock all over the 
province, and no matter how bad weather condi- 
tions are this vear, or any other year, the stock 
cannot suffer as in the past. The cattle market 
at the present time is in good condition, the prices 
prevailing for good ‘‘feeder’’ steers being extraor- 
dinarily good for this time of the year. The stock 
generally is in fine condition, and the farmers who 
went in for breeding are now reaping the reward 
as with plenty of feed and good prices they are 
able to reap good profits. 

¥ * * * 

The big snow storm has been the chief topic 
of conversation in business circles, and its possible 
effect on the deliveries of wheat are anxiously dis- 
cussed. The early snow is an unusual but by 
means unknown condition here in the West, and 
though a large amount of grain is still in the stook, 
there is little doubt that threshing will be carried 
on as it has been aforetime, almost through the 
entire winter. Speaking generally the snow is light 
and dry, and can be readily shaken out of the 
stook. At a considerable number of points farmers 
are now hauling their staoks and stacking them. 
with a view to threshing later. Sixty-six million 
bushels of wheat have been marketed up to the 
present time, and of these nearly 45,000,000 
Sushels have been inspected. Eighteen million 
bushels are in store in interior elevators, and be- 
tween three and four million bushels are in transit. 
Bankers state that while they have been asked to 
give extension of time in the case of some farm 
loans, extensions have not.been asked for beyond 
the end of December.—Winnipeg Canadian  Fia- 
ance.

A SINGING: STATUE. 


(The “Athenaeum,” London.) 


Sir Gaston Maspero supplies 
‘some interesting information con- 
cerning a modern reproduction of 
the so-called vocal stitue of Mem- 
ron, the “s lute” of which to the 
rising sun formed one of the mar- 
vels of antiquity. In 1901 two of 
the great stones in the hypostyle 
hall of the temple of Eduf showed 
signs of falling and were support- 
ed;on an iron structure as a tem- 
porary measure. From this date 
until five years ago, when the im- 
provised iron support was ex. 
changed for one of wood and con- 
crete, the stones every morning 
at sunrise gave forth noises like 
revolver shots, sometimes singly 
and at intervals, sometimes in a 
continuous volley, but always ter- 
minating in a clear and vibrating 
sound like a deep sigh. This is 
supported by the evidence given 
Officially by M. Barsanti, who was 
in charge of the works; Carlo 
Oropesa, the painter employed by 
the Carlo. museum, and Henri 
Pieron, who was occupied with 
some of the architectural details.

In proportion to its population, Canada is not 
more immune from still-born books on historical 
subjects than other lands. When, however, the “Life 
of William Lyon Mackenzie,” prepared by Mr. W. 
D. Leseuer, of Ottawa, Ont., appears in print, it 
is likely to be a nine-days wonder at least. If it 
is not, all the anticipations that have been aroused 
by the desperate efforts to prevent its publication 
will have been disappointed. What the average 
person who takes an interest in Canadian history 
and Canadian politics is curious to know is what 
revelations the manuscript contains that the various 
courts of the land have been implored to bury it 
forever in a dungeon cell---or to speak less ro- 
mantically, in a safety deposit vault. Why so 
strong a determination on the part of a disinterested 
publisher, with no political antecedents so far as 
Canada is concerned, that the work should linger 
through eternity in the uninteresting company of 
last wills and testaments, stocks and bonds? Nearly 
a decade ago Mr. George N. Morang, of this city, 
in projecting his really valuable “Makers of Can- 
ada”’ series engaged Mr. Leseuer, a man competent
